WAR CRIMES 
TRIAL 


Testimony Against Koch 


NAZI SAVAGERY IN 
POLAND 


From our Special Correspondent 


WARSAW 

The trial of Erich Koch—charged 
with being Hitler’s associate in crimes 
against humanity—-which is now in its 
fourth week, continues to unfold 
more tragic and grim details of the 
liquidation of Jews in Eastern Europe. 
Jewish non-Jewish witnesses 
testifying before the Warsaw Dis- 
trict Court have each given. their 
individual and sad testimony of Erich 
Koch’s crimes. 

Dr. Zigmund Datner, who managed 
to escape death at the time when the 
Bialystok Ghetto was _ liquidated, 
described the mass murder of 12,000 
Jews in one day, July 12, 1942, all, 
he alleged, shot at the orders of the 
accused, who was then Gauleiter in 
Eastern Poland. 

A non-Jewish witness, »Wincenty 
Romanowski, testified this week ‘that 
on Koch’s orders, 18,000 Jews, men, 
women, and children, shot 
outside Rowno on November 5, 1941, 
in a mass liquidation of local Jewish 
communities. On July 15, 1942, the 
same witness declared, he learned of 
the shooting of several thousand more 
Jews, following the liquidation of. the 
Jewish ghettos at Zdolbunow, the 
former frontier town between Poland 


-and Russia. 


Asked how many Jews lived in the 
eastern Polish areas before the war, 
that is at the time when Koch became 
Hitler's henchman there, the witness 
declared that, according to his infor- 
mation and official. statistics, there 
were 210,000 Jews in the area. How 
many remained, asked the judge. 
Mr. Romanowski said that when the

WASHINGTON 

The 86th U.S.A. Congress, which is 
to be convened next January, will 
two in the Senate and 
ten in the House of Representatives. 
This is the same number as in the 
previous Congress. but there was one 
change. 

Last week's elections in New York 
resulted in the return of a new Jewish 
Congressman, Mr. Seymour Halpern 
(a Republican), for a district in 
Queens, Long Island. Nine Jewish 
Democrat ‘Congressmen re- 
elected. They are: Mr. Emanuel 
Celler, Mr. Abraham J. Multer, Mr. 
Isidore Dollinger, Mr. Lester Holtz- 
man, Mr. Herbert Zelenko. Mr. 
Leonard Farbstein, and Mr. Ludwig—- 
all of New York; Mr. Sidney Yates, 
of Chicago, and Mr. Samuel Friedel, 
of Baltimore. 

Mr. Earl Chudoff, of Philadelphia, 
resigned last year to go on the Bench, 
The two Jewish Senators-—Mr. Jacob 
K. Javits, of New York, and Mr. 
Richard L. Neuberger, of Oregon— 
did not have to stand for re-election 
this year. With the exception of 
Senator Javits and the newly-elected 
Congressman, Mr. Seymour Halpern, 
who are Republicans, all the others 
are Democrats. 

In Alaska, where elections are to 
be held on November 25, Mr. Ernest 
Gruening, a Jew, is a Democrat 
candidate for  Senatorship. If 
elected he will be the third Jew in the 
Senate—the largest number ever to 
sit in that House in U.S.A. history.

HENDON ADATH CONSECRATED 


Hebrew Congregations around the 
Almemar of the fine new synagogue 
of the Hendon Adath Yisroel Con- 
gregation during its consecration ser- 
vice on Sunday.

CHANGES IN KOSHER 
BEEF PRICES 


By a Jewtst CHRONICLE Reporter 


Certain changes in the prices of 
some kosher meat cuts have been 
confirmed by the Board of Deputies’ 
Consultative Committee on the Price 
of Kosher Meat and Poultry. 

This announcement, made by the 
Chairman of the Committee, Mr. 
Harry Samuels, states that wholesale 
prices of kosher beef were maintained 
during the July-October period at 6d. 
per pound higher than in the corre- 
sponding period last year, and 3d. per 
pound higher than in January, 1958, 
when the Committee last published a 
list of prices. These changes had 
been in operation for the past six 
weeks. Prices of other cuts had either 
remained unchanged or had _ been 
slightly decreased. 

The new list of maximum prices 
per pound for top grade “A” beef, 
boneless and properly trimmed, is as 
follows: rib steak, 5s. 9d.: top rib, 
5s. 6d.: prime bola, 6s. 9d.: round 
bola. 5s. 6d. ; side bola, 6s. ; flap, 5s. ;

SERMON OF THE WEEK 


THE MESSAGE 


'HERE is a well-known state- 
ment in the Midrash to the 
effect that “no two prophets 

prophesy in one ‘signon.’” This 
last word is usually translated as 
is its connotation in modern 
Hebrew by the word “style,” and 
would imply that the author of the 
statement wished to draw attention 
to the difference of literary style 
between the prophets of the Bible. 

It is difficult, however, to believe 


that this aspect of the prophetic _ 


utterances was their concern. I 
believe that the word. “signon” 
bears a deeper meaning than that of 
the form in which they couched 
their words. I believe that in this 
context the word means “a specific 
message,” “a characteristic,” and 
what the statement desires to 
convey is that over and above the 
general message which is common 
to all prophets, the demand for 
social righteousness and _ justice, 
each prophet has his own charac- 


teristic specific contribution to make: 


to Jewish ethics and theology. 
Malachi is the last of the 
Prophets. With him that glorious 
epoch in the realm of the human 
spirit, the era of written prophecy 
which arose over three centuries 
before, comes to its appointed end. 


DURING that Babylonian Exile a 
fundamental and revolutionary 
change had come over the character 


of the Jewish people, to such an 


extent. that it is difficult to recognise 
in the Jews of the Second Com- 
monwealth the same people that 
inhabited the land during the period 
of monarchy. 

What, then, was the prevalent evil 
against which. Malachi inveighs, the 
Iron Curtain which his contem- 
poraries set up to act as a barrier 
between them and their Father in 
Heaven,

Malachi gives us the clear and 
explicit answer, which is but a com- 
mentary upon what we know of the 
conditions from the contemporary 
prose work, the Book of Nehemiah. 
Nearly a century had passed since 
the first repatriates had returned in 
response to the Proclamation of 
Cyrus. The bright flame of reli- 
gious enthusiasm and nattonal 
inspiration which glowed 
within the breasts of these first 
pioneers -had. diminished and 
become almost extinguished. Inter- 
marriage was rife, the Sabbath was 
disregarded, a succession of bad 
harvests had impoverished the poor 
farmers, who. had actually been 
bought up as slaves by. the more 
affluent landowners. ‘the 
prophet accus2tely places his finger 
upon the cause of this evil. _ It 
was a denial of God or a spurning 
of Him. 


THIS is the burden of Malachi, 
and from many points of view 
it is a burdca which strikes a more 
responsive chord at the present day 
than do the more ecstatic visions 
of the mote spiritual of the 
prophets. For the evil of the days 
of Malachi is the besetting evil 
which afflicts the modern genera- 
tion, It.is neither idolatry nor 
atheism which represent the reli- 
gious problems of the day, neither 
a denial of God nor the acceptance 
It is the wave of 
pessimism and spiritual lethargy 
and apathy which goes hand in 
hand with a nominal acceptance of 
the belief in a Deity, a perfunctori- 
ness and formality in the fulfilment 
of our spiritual duties. i 
As long as that attitude prevails 
social. ethics and°a higher standard 
of spiritual ideas become nugatory. 
It can be countered only by tie

AIDING REFUGEES 
FROM EGYPT 


Government Scheme 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


The action to be taken by the 


Government with regard to British 
nationals expelled from Egypt was 


announced by Mr. R. A. BUTLER, Lord 


Privy Seal, in the Commons recently. 

He said that discussions had taken 
place at the Treasury with representa- 
tives of the British Chamber of Com- 
merce. in Egypt, the Anglo-Egyptian 
Aid Society, the Jewish Refugees 
Committee, the Maltese Communities 
in Egypt, and the Association ot 
(former) British Officials of the Egyp- 
tian Government. Representations 
had also been received from a num- 
ber of officials. 

Mr. Butler announced that the scale 
of loans under. the existing ex gratia 
loans scheme which was announced in 
July, 1957, would be increased in all 
cases where reckonable assets 


exceeded £2,500. The amount of the 


increase would vary. from £200 at the 
bottom end of the scale to £5,000 at 
the top. 

‘Secondly, those assets in_ private 
business which were comparable with 
reckonable private assets would in 
future be included in the scheme. 

Thirdly, a number of modifications 
would be made in the scheme to 
remove some of the inequalities of 
treatment as between different classes 
of case. | 

This extension of the scheme would 
be put into effect immediately. 

Mr. Butler said that in addition the 
Government had decided that certain 
loans should be made to the officials 
who. were dismissed by the Egyptian 
Government in 1951, and that 
£100,000 should be made available for 
that purpose. Their claims were not 
suitable for inclusion in the present 
ex gratia loans scheme. The method 
of distribution of this sum would be 
decided by the Government after 
further consultations with the repre- 
sentatives of those concerned. 

_A supplementary estimate would be 
presented to Parliament in due course.

ARAB UNITY “ COULD 
BENEFIT ISRAEL” 


Preservation of Peace

Israel would by no means benefit 
from disunity and chaos among the 
Arab States. Indeed, their political 
Stability could even be a factor in 


helping to preserve the peace 
between Israel. and her Arab 
neighbours. 


This opinion was put forward by 
Mr. Robert Stephens, Diplomatic 
Correspondent of the OBSERVER, 
when he addressed the Zionist Society 
for International Affairs on ‘ New 
Patterns in the Arab World,” at the 
Welbeck Hotel, W.1, last week. Mr. 
Lionel Bloch, Chairman the 
Society, présided. 

Providing peace was maintained in 
Jordan prospects for a_ lessening 
of hostility between Israel and the 
Arabs. were, said Mr. Stephens, 
Slightly improved by the changed 
pattern of power in the Middle East. 

The removal of a split in the Arab 
ranks, though naturally strengthening 
the Arab front, could result in the 
“Israeli. question” being either 
shelved or, at least, dealt with in a 
saner and less hysterical manner. The 
sooner the Arab States could achieve 
a stable political .organisation and 
begin to busy themselves with internal 
affairs, the better the situation would 
become, not only for Israel but also 
for the rest of the world. 

It was difficult to judge how far 
the factor of possible Israeli interven- 
tion in Jordan was independent of 
Western policy, Mr. Stephens con- 
tinued. It was likely that the threat 
would exist even if the United States 


were really opposed to it, and that. 


the Western Powers considered it a 
useful bargaining factor in dealing 
with the future of Jordan. The 
Arabs undoubtedly believed that 
Israel was posing the threat with 
Western encouragement. This, coupled 
with recent Western arms supplies to 
Israel, seemed to be the source of 


recent alarm. campaigns emanating 


from Cairo. | 

In any case, the speaker concluded,

Opposing most of Mr. Deutscher’s;

whatever. fluctuations of Soviet policy 
towards the Jewish question and 
towards Israel there might have been 
in the past, the basic attitude of Com- 
munism on both those issues was 
clear. It regarded the concept of a 
Jewish nation reactionary and 
offered assimilation as the only solu- 
tion. With regard to Israel the Soviet 
Union had reverted to her tradi- 
tionally violent anti-Zionist attitude, 
which she had discarded in 1948 only 
because she had wanted to speed up 
the departure of the British from 
Palestine. 

Dr. Levenberg denied that Israel 
was hostile to the national aspirations 
of the Arabs; on the contrary, she 


welcomed their desire for unity. But, 


he asked, who represented today those 
aspirations, Nasser or Bourguiba ? 
He also pointed to the friendly rela- 
tions that Israel maintained with 
some of the emancipated nations of 
Asia and Africa.

The project of a synagogue in the 
Marble Arch area first came before 
the Council of the United Synagogue 
in July 1954 when suddenly the 
honorary officers put forward a pro- 
posal to. purchase a site in Great 
Cumberland Place for £35,000 and a 
ground rent of £1,400 per annum. 

An on-the-spot deciston was asked 
for because, it was stated, the Port- 
man Estate required a definite answer 
on the following day and the matter 
had to be kept private because if it 
were Known that the United Syna- 
gogue were negotiating for the site, 
the price would rocket. Despite this, 
the actual contract for the purchase 
was not signed until nearly a year 
later. 


Subsequently. the Council of the 


United Synagogue set up .a special 
committee to Inquire into building 
policy. The report of this committee, 
adopted on Maren 27, 1955, estimated 


the cost of the proposed — syna- 
gogue, communal hall, resideniial 
accommodation for officials and 


offices, together taking up two thirds 
of the site, at £170,000. In addition 
there was to be an office block with 
residential accommodation on the two 
top floors, the cost of which was 
estimated at £110.000. 

The budget for the congregation on 
a basis of 750 male members, con- 
tributing an average of £20 per 
annum, and 350 women members, 
contributing an average of £6  5s., 
envisaged a total income from mem- 
bership contributions of £13,000. 
Other income was estimated at £6,600,

Key to Israel’s Future

“Israel's main fear is bound up

asked about the chances of peace with 
the Arabs, had often replied: “ The 
Arabs will accept Israel when Israel 
no longer needs to be accepted.”

Memorial Meetings In West Germany 


Leuth. leader of the National Society 
for Christian-Jewish Co-operation, 
declared that the failure of individual 
Germans to protest against the Crystal 
Night excesses had been due to a 
chronic lack of moral courage.

Unionists’ Ptigrimage 


Trade union youth groups observed 
the Crystal Night anniversary by 
organised pilgrimages to the sites of 
former concentration camps, where 
wreaths were laid. The German 
broadcasting stations and German 
television transmitted special  pro- 


grammes, and the German press gave ‘ 


extensive. coverage to the event. The 
Burgomaster of West Berlin, Herr 
Willy Brandt, declared that the 
sufferings of millions of Jews should 
never be forgotten. ‘The German 
people must learn from the Nazi past. 
Only if all Germans grasped the full 
horror of the Nazi period was there 
hope that there would not be a 
repetition of the Nazi régime of 
terror. 


Herr Joachim Lipschitz, a West 
Berlin Senator, honoured 19 Berlin 
men and women who aided 
Jewish victims of Nazism, risking 
their own lives to do so. 

At Hamburg the Burgomaster, Herr 
Max Brauer, laid the corner-stone for 
a new synagogue, the first to be 
rebuilt in the city since the war. 

Speaking at Hanover, Herr Erich 
Ollenhauer. the Federal Chairman of 
the Social Democrat Party, said that 
Crystal Night had been the beginning 
of a period of inhuman atrocities. 
In view of that, all democratic circles 
must do their utmost to prevent a 
recurrence of totalitarian régimes.

Gustav Sorge who, with Wilhelm 
Schubert, is on trial here accused of 
the murder of 10,800 Russian 
prisoners and other inmates of 
Sachsenhausen, has admitted murder- 
ing eight prisoners and torturing two 
Russian civilians to death. 


Sorge has also confirmed the testi- 
mony of witnesses of. the brutality 
shown by him: to the Sachsenhausen 
inmates. Schubert, on the other hand, 
has remained arrogantly defiant, and 
has described the witnesses’ testimony 
as “a fabrication of evil lies.” 

One incident described by a witness 
took place at the Esterwegen concen- 
tration camp, where Sorge was a guard 
before his transfer to Sachsenhausen. 


A sick and elderly Jewish prisoner 


BRUTALITY AT SACHSENHAUSEN 


fell into a bog while working on a 
moor. When he reached firm ground 
Sorge kicked him back repeatedly 
into the bog until he was unable to 
stand. The prisoner died’ a few days 
later. Sorge admitted that he had 
been responsible for the incident. 
Another witness testified that a 


number of large monkeys had been 


trained at Esterwege to assault the 
prisoners. 

The court was also told that on one 
occasion a group of Jewish prisoners 
had been detailed to build a 20 ft.- 
high sand hill. They had been forced 
te sit on the top. in heavy. lorries 
which had then been made to run 
down the hill as fast as possible. Often 
the lorries had overturned, seriously 
injuring the prisoners. While sitting 
in ‘the lorries the Jews had been 
forced to shout: “We are starting 
off for Palestine.”

Soviet Army entered the area, having 
driven the German forces back, 
there were only a few Jewish  sur- 
vivors. This meant that nearly all the 
210,000 Jews must have been liqui- 
dated during the time that Koch was 
the ruler of that district. 

Another non-Jewish witness, 
Stefan Pienkowski, told the court that 
in 1943 about 10.000 Jews had been 
shot in the woods close to the Nazi 
extermination camp at Dzialdowo in 
the area controlled by Koch. The 
court also heard from a woman wit- 
ness that her uncle, the Archbishop of 
Plotsk, who was 84 years. old, had 
died after being tortured in the same 
camp. 

A further witness examined early 
this week declared that in the winter 
of 1942 the Gestapo had ordered the 
delivery of 6.000 Jewish children and 
men and women over the age of 60 
who were deported and liquidated. 
The German police, he declared. had 
shot persons indiscriminately. He 
added: “I have seen Jewish mothers 
strangle — their 
commit suicide.” 

Henech Gofman. a Jewish witness 
from Bielsk-Podlaski, left the follow- 
ing imscription “in the cell of his 
prison: “I am the Jast Jew of the 
town left alive. I am going to be 
shot, but I keep my head high. I send 
my greetings to my friend Z. Poznan- 
ski.. They have tortured me terribly. 
But | gave no information. Take 
revenge for our death.” 


Prison Inscriptions 


This inscription was found in the 
Bialystok prison, where Gofman and 
other Jewish victims were held: before 
liquidation. Another inscription ran 
as follows: “Here are the last few 
Jews left of the entire Jewish com- 
munity of Bialystok and Grodno. 
These are our last few moments in this 
world. We are waiting for death. 
Today is Monday. July 15, 1944, a 
quarter-past-seven in the morning.” 

These grim inscriptions, together 
with other information about Koch's 
crimes against the Jewish population, 
were collected by Dr. Shimon Datner, 
Cross-examined, Dr. Datner said that 
on Koch's orders the bodies of 
40.000 Bialystok Jews who had been 
shot .in a mass liquidation action were 
all burnt so that no trace .of the 
terrible crime would remain. 

Elia Neiman, formerly of Plonsk 
(where Mr. Ben-Gurion was. born), 
told of the tragic manner in which 
the Jewish population of his town 
were massacred when was 
Hitlers representative in the area. 
During Succot, 1940, all Jews were 
ordered to dress in their best clothes 
and gather in the market-place. They 
were ordered to dig their own graves. 
After they had done that they were 
forced to lay down to be shot. Those 
who refused were murdered along

ENTERPRISE 


THE Council of the United Syna- 
gogue usually shows the greatest 
deference to any proposal emanat- 
ing from its Honorary Officers, but, 
if ever there was an occasion on 
which duty demanded that it should 
assert its authority, it is in connec- 
tion with the proposals for the 
Marble Arch Synagogue, which 
are to come before it on Monday. 
These proposals betray. a concep- 
tion of the synagogue which is a 
generation out of date; the infor- 
mation provided, tiough incom- 
plete, indicates a topsy-turvy idea 
of priorities as  betveen the 
different religious needs of, London 
Jewry; and the scheme carries 
financial implications which could 
threaten the stability of the insti- 
tution without advancing its reli- 
gious purposes one single’ inch. 


The vigilance of the Council is 
the more necessary because in this 
matter the Honorary Officers have 
adopted an excepiional procedure. 
The development of any constituent 
synagogue usually proceeds from 
below. A group band together for 
congregational purposes, and as 
they expand jn numbers and need 


to build a house of worship they 


apply to the officers of the United 
Synagogue for financial help. In 
the present case a scheme has been 
devised from above and the Council 
is being asked to favour it by invest- 
ing a high proportion of the limited 
available capital of the United 
Synagogue. | 


Nor is this all. The Honorary 
Officers present estimates for the 
Marble Arch synagogue drawn 
to show an annual surplus of 
£1,179. The figures omit any part 
rent of 
£1,400 with which the site is 
encumbered. They set down mem- 
bership contributions at £24,000, 
which is nearly double the figure 
of £13,000 arrived at by a com- 
which investigated the 
matter three years ago, and there 
would appear to be a_ hidden 
subsidy in the provision of resi- 
dences for officials. Obviously the 
Council cannot accept these calcu- 
lations without probing further. 


The call for further information 
It is an 
essential part of the scheme that 
there shall be a large hall and a 
suite of rooms suitable for dinners 
and receptions underneath the 
synagogue as well as thirteen flats 
adjoining. The Council, which in 
1955 gave its approval to the 
scheme on the footing that the 
synagogue with hall, offices, and 
officials’ residences would — cost 
£170,000, is now told that the 
synagogue and classrooms without 
the hall will cost £220,000 (apart 
from the site), with a further 
£41,000 for the officials’ residences. 
In any circumstances the total 
capital commitment is immense. 


Even assuming that the finances | 


of the scheme will work out satis- 
factorily, the biggest question-marks 
still remain. The head office of the 
United Synagogue has become 
obsessed with the idea of having 
a “cathedral,” oblivious to the 
fact that Central London contains 
enough temples already, with 
room to spare save on three 
days in the year, and suitable for 
the State occasions on which 
delusions of grandeur are feeding 
so pathetically. With an eye for 
profit it proposes to append a 
banqueting suite, thus assuming a 
burden of management for which 
highly specialised and highly paid 
skill is required. This might well 
be a rewarding commercial pro- 
position, but it cannot be right that 
the United Synagogue should 
saddle itself with such a burden so 
wholly irrelevant to the religious 
needs of London Jewry. 


For. these reasons we urge that 
the Honorary Officers pause and 
reconsider the whole undertaking. 
It is not too late to reassess the 
religious and social: needs of the 
community.in relation to this site. 
The s tion: made in a letter 
printed in an adjoining column 
merits serious thought. The pro- 
vision of a House of Worship as 
pe of a Vigorous community- 
centre would transform the scheme 
teal relevance to the life 


of the community. No doubt there 
would be expense in modifying 
plans already produced, but = it 


‘Should be weighed against the 


expense and futility of thrusting on 
the London Jewish community a 
bigger and better empty synagogue. 


MEETING A 
CHALLENGE 


IN its Tenth Anniversary year we 
are constantly being reminded of 
Israel’s_ historic Proclamation of 
Independence. It asserted unequi- 


vocally that one of the fundamental 


aims of the new republic was as 
follows: “The State of Israel will 
be open to the immigration of Jews 
from all countries of their disper- 
sion.” Notwithstanding the most 
stupendous obstacles, this pledge 
has since been splendidly imple- 
menied in the unprecedented 
“ Ingathering of the Exiles” from 
far and near and their integration 
into the Jewish State. Again this 
week, Mrs. Golda Meir, the Foreign 
Minister, had occasion to declare 
that Israel unreservedly stood by 
this pledge to receive and absorb 
Jewish immigrants and that this 
task remained the guiding principle 
of the State. This statement had 
particular reference to a new wave 
of immigration into Israel now 
anticipated from Eastern Europe. 


None can doubt that the Govern- 
ment and people of Israel will, for 
their part, meet with the same heroic 
devotion as hitherto the additional 
obligations and self-sacrifices now 
imposed on them. But even with 
the most superhuman efforts they 


cannot possibly bring this new aliya 


to a successful fruition unless they 
are assured of the unremitting co- 


operation of Jewish communities — 


in the Diaspora. A lead has already 
been taken by representatives of 
American Jewry, who have resolved 
to make a= special fund-raising 
effort within the American United 
Jewish Appeal and a similar dele- 


- gation from Canadian Jewry is now 


on its way to Israel. | 


British Jewry assuredly dare not 
be backward in this great and noble 
endeavour to write another splendid 
chapter in the annals of Jewish 
redemption. The demands of this 
emergency are so compelling that 
the projected mission from this 
country should dispatched 
forthwith. _On its return it would 
have the information and the 
authority to enable it to . inspire 
British Jewry with a sense of its 


inescapable responsibility to meet 


this challenge in a manner_worthy 
of our traditions. 


HEMMED IN 


KING HUSSEIN'S dramatic escape 
from the attack of Syrian fighters 
while he was flying over Syria has 
served to emphasise the precarious 
situation which he-occupies. What- 
ever were the ultimate intentions of 
the Syrians—whether assassination 
Or capture or simply to show their 
strength—they succeeded in putting 
the Head of a neighbouring Arab 
State in a most humiliating 
position. This was an odd way of 
proclaiming the good-neighbour 
policy to which all Arab States 
have declared that they will adhere. 
Although reports of demonstrations 
of loyalty to the Jordanian throne 
should be treated with caution, 
since all news from Amman is 
censored, it is probable that in the 
Arab world generally the episode 
will have earned more sympathy 
for King Hussein than it will have 
brought credit to the Syrians and 
the United Arab Republic. It can 
scarcely have served to strengthen 
President Nasser’s hand. While it 
is clear that such an example of 
disunity can’ hardly redound to 
Israel’s disadvantage, it is ironically 
true that if the King had not been 
inhibited by pride from asking for 
over-flying rights across Israel, the 
incident would never have occurred. 
The Jordanian Queen Mother and 
her family flew across Israel a few 
weeks ago, but clearly King Hussein 
preferred an all-Arab route, with 
conseauences which he must now 
rue. The State of Jordan is now so 
hemmed in, it seems, that only 
Israel can give it protection from 
its “ friends.” Does this give diplo- 
macy a new opening ? 


WITHIN OR WITHOUT ? 


THE controversy within the 
Reform Synagogues of Great 
Britain concerning the “tie up” 
with the Liberals which the leaders 
of the West London Synagogue are 


urging upon their associates may . 


fade away in a matter: of weeks, 
but it is of more than passing 
significance. The. Anglo-Jewish 
ouilook in religious matters has 


never moved from its traditionalist 


standpoint. Out of motives which 
we do not impugn, the Liberals 
stand outside that tradition while 
the Reformers, wherever they may 
have strayed, have not quite landed 
themselves in that position. They 
have muddled along and they can 
be assailed for many an _ incon- 
sistency. Nevertheless, the support 
which they have attracted suggests 
that the path along which they are 
moving—groping untutored 
though they are—of respecting 
tradition while. recognising 
tradition is susceptible of modifica- 
tion, .js capable of evolving a con- 
servative approach to Judaism to 
which many as yet uncommitted 
members of the community might 
gladly subscribe. Unhampered by a 
rigid ecclesiastical and synagogal 
structure, the Reform group has 
both responsibilities and opportuni- 
ties. To rise to them properly would 
require spiritual leadership of 
unusual quality of which the 
Reform synagogues at the moment 
give little sign. But they will go 
no distance towards answering the 
many difficult questions which arise 
unless they are prepared to stand 


within the Anglo-Jewish community 


and not on it periphery. Judaism 
is not a monolithic religion ; there 
are many roads. open those 
searching for faith. The life. of 
Anglo-Jewry could be stimulated 


by the injection of a fresh religious © 


force, and if they equip themselves 
properly the Reformers might 


provide it. 


NEW SCHOOLS 


AN outstanding feature of the 
present Anglo-Jewish scene js_ the 
growth of new schools. With this 
issue. we publish a special Supple- 


ment devoted to Carmel College. 


During its decade of existence, this 
pioneer institution has 
remarkable progress in Its own 
special section of the educational 
field. It has finely achieved its 
objective of launching and develop- 
ing a Jewish Public School which 
is now generally recognised as a 
worthy exemplar of that particular 
type of English education. But for 
the great majority of those parents 
who desire a_ specifically Jewish 
school for their children, it is a day 
school that answers their require- 
ments, Not only are existing Jewish 
day schools—both primary and 
secondary-——continuing to expand, 
but new schools are being rapidly 
established and developed both in 
London and the provinces. In our 
present issue, for. example, we 
report the laying of the foundation- 
stone of the new building of the 
North-West London Jewish Day 
School], and the first speech-day of 
the King David School in Liver- 
pool. Again, we recently reported 
the opening of the first section of 
the new J.F.S. Secondary School in 
Camden Town, and the foundation- 
stone laying of the new King David 
Secondary School in Manchester. 
Moreover, the Zionist Federation 
has announced that it hopes to 
found twelve schools by 1960. 
These varied types of schools have 
been established through _ the 
enthusiastic support of those 
sections of the community who feel 
deeply convinced of - the need 
for these Jewish educational insti- 
tutions. But those Anglo-Jewish 
parents, probably a majority, who 
still prefer that their children 
should attend the general schools 
of the country—whether State or 
independent—are equally entitled 
to the fullest consideration in any 
comprehensive scheme of Jewish 
religious education.

To 
ensure that this shall not be lost,

is not allowed to declare any 
dividends or bonuses. The annual 


accounts are filed with the Registrar. 


of Companies and are available for 
public inspection at Bush House. 
The College was, to my mind, 


Started more as an act of faith 


than as a business venture. For the 
first seven years it worked on heavy 
annual deficits and only survived 
because it pledged all its properties 
to the bank and because well- 
wishers came forward with gifts, 
loans, or guarantees. It is only 
in the last two years that the Col- 
lege has achieved equilibrium in its 


finances, and the huge burden of 


indebtedness inherited from fhe 
lean years cannot be removed by 
the very moderate surpluses that 
are all we can expect. 

In view of this position, ortho- 
dox finance would refuse to con- 
sider any further expansion. But 
the College authorities refuse to 
accept this’ limitation, and the 
College is now in the middle of a 
programme of expansion that has 
so far resulted in the erection of 
two new dormitory blocks, new 
tennis courts, and will, it is hoped, 


incltide in the foreseeable future a 


new preparatory school building, 
synagogue, and assembly hall. 
For this the College is obliged 
to seek help from the community, 
and it is only right that Anglo- 
Jewry should regard the College 
both. as a source of legitimate 


‘pride and as the subject of com- 


munal responsibility. Boys come 
to Carmel from places, both here 
and abroad, where there is no 
organised Jewish life; or they may 
come to secure a better -education 
and upbringing than they could 
obtain in their own environment. 
We make it a point of honour 
to accept deserving cases wherever 


‘ possible. Scholarships are awarded

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THE HOME versus THE SCHOOL 
A Possible Conflict 


By Rabbi KOPUL ROSEN, M.A. 
(Principal) 


ARMEL College has drawn 

its pupils from all financial 
. levels of the community, and 
all religious sections; there are 
boys who come from truly Ortho- 
dox homes where the families are 
deeply and sincerely religious and 
observant, there are, on the other 
hand, pupils whose homes are com- 
pletely non-religious, where not 
even the kindling of the Friday 
night candles is observed. (Why 
parents who are completely neglect- 
ful of all religious observances 
choose to send their sons to Carmel 


is a topic about which an interest- 
ing article can be written: suffice 
it to say that their motives are 
understandable and in many cases 
praiseworthy.) 

An educational institution, if it 
desires to. have a religious 
character, can follow only. one 
direction ; it cannot “ ride off in all 
directions.” Carmel College clearly 


follows the traditional path of 
Jewish life; yet all the boys, 
though their home backgrounds 


and environments differ so greatly, 
are able to, and in fact do, integrate 
into the school’s religious life 
without difficulty. 

There are certain factors which 
people tend to forget when. dis- 
cussing educational. 
First: education is always a chal- 
lenge to the status quo; it strives 
to make a person aware of wider 
horizons and deeper experiences 
than those which he has hitherto 
known. To evoid an experience 
because it might lead to dissatis- 
faction with the existing order is to 
deny the very essence and purpose 
of education. If a strictly observant 
parent were to refuse to send his 
child to school for fear that he 


problems.. acute as people fear? 


might absorb the knowledge which 
would disturb his faith, we would 
unhesitatingly accuse the parent of 
obscurantism—we would maintain 
that a faith which cannot stand up 
to the challenge of modern life: is 
unworthy of being preserved. Is it 
not. equally obscurantist and 
morally cowardly to refuse to allow 
your child to have personal know- 
ledge and experience of a religious 
training lest he follows a_ path 
different from the one which you 
have chosen or have been com- 
pelled to tread ? 

We often hear protests against 
forcing a child to be religious, but 


is not the deliberate withholding of 
an ennobling broadening 
experience a reprehensible 
and more subtle form of com- 
pulsion? It is) compulsion by 
withholding the knowledge of the 
alternative, and it Is precisely this 
form of compulsion that parents 
exercise when they omit to give 
their children education as 
Jews. It can be argued that some 
form of pressure is a necessary part

of all moral training, and to a‘cer- | 


tain extent is therefore unavoidable, 
but no justification exists for rear- 
ing a child in ignorance ; obscur- 
antism is. by no means .the 
monopoly of the Orthodox. 


But is the problem of conflict as 
I do not 
think it. is. If the situation is 
presented intelligently ‘the 
need not feel torn by conflicting 
loyalties. For it is not fully 
appreciated that conflicts of ideas 
and clashes of opinion are a vital 
and fruitful factor in education. It 
is not difference of views. or the 
struggle of contrasting opinions 
that produce the soul-destroying 
tension that leads to neurosis in the 
child:and adult.

XAMINATION results alone 
do not, of course, prove the 
quality of a school. If a 

school chose to do nothing more 
than concentrate on the examina- 
tion syllabus and teach nothing 
other than that prescribed by the 
Examining Board it would 
undoubtedly produce good examina- 
tion results——but 
thoroughly bad school. 

Education does not consist of 
plastering the mind with facts. 
Nevertheless, it is fair to say that 
a good school will not produce bad 
examination results—provided that 
its pupils are not inferior in mental

Carmel College prepares its boys 
for the G.C.E. (at Ordinary, 
Advanced, and Scholarship level) 
set by. the Oxford, Cambridge Com- 
bined Examining Board. The 
examinations set by this Board are 
taken by almost all the public 
schools of this country. The results 
are published with statistics show- 
ing the over-all average of success- 
ful candidates throughout the 


country ; thus each school is able 
to know how its own average of 
success compares with that of other 
schools. 

We are pleased to know that 


Carmel has consistently produced 
examination results which compare 
very favourably indeed with other 
public schools. In addition to the 
high general standard, the school 
has gained, in the last five years, 
six State Scholarships and three 
Major Open 
Natural Science to Balliol, Oxford ; 
the Domus Scholarship in 1954, 
the Brackenbury Scholarship in 
1956, and the Domus in 1957. The 
full significance of this achievement 
can only be appreciated when one 
realises that it was not until 1952 
that the first full Sixth Form was 
established. At the moment of 
writing more than twenty pupils of 
Carmel College have been accepted 
for British universities, the majority 
of them at Oxford or Cambridge. 

We do not believe that to aim at

high academic standards means 
that there is ‘little time left for 
games or cultural interests outside 
the classroom. These two facets of 
education are complementary, not 
mutually exclusive. 

It is inevitable that the school day 
in Carmel is somewhat longer than 
in the non-Jewish public schools. 
Jewish studies are taught in addi- 
tion to the normal curriculum and 
not at the expense of any other 
This means, of. course, 
that the time-table contains a larger 
number of periods than in other 


schools, but this cannot be avoided 


unless we curtail the time alloited 
to general education. We prefer 
not to do this. There is, therefore, 
a slight curtailment of leisure, but 
we do not consider this to be a 
serious fault. 

There is, we think, considerable 
misunderstanding about the strain 


placed upon children and 
adolescents who study for long 
periods. Our experience leads us 


to the conclusion that strain ‘arises 
less from the amount of time 
learning than from 
anxiety and tension. It is not the 
physical effort which has a_ bad 
effect upon the student but 
emotional stress which comes from 
fear of failure and acute desire to 


satisfy over-anxious parents. In an 
environment free from undue 


anxiety the child can devote much 
more time to study without strain 
and exhaustion than he can do in 
a home where, well-meaning 
parents, in spite of their good inten- 
tions, generate an atmosphere of 
nervousness and Over-concern. 


Games and Hobbies 


We do not wish to suggest that 
in Carmel it is all work and no 
play. There is .ample time for 
games, hobbies, and a rich variety 
of school societies. There is the 
Union Society, which organises lec- 
tures. and school debates, the 
Junior Union, the Science Society. 
the Haber Society, the Music Club, 
Choir, and a_ variety 
groups.

It is the conviction of 
many that only by the firm estab- 
lishment and continued support of 
this, and later similar schools, can 
the community as a religious entity

RESPONSIBILITY

HE ideals of Carmel College 
would not be fulfilled if the 
school served only one level 

or one section of the community. 
An Independent School must, of 
course, charge fees which might 
well be beyond the financial range 
of the average person. The founders 
were determined that in Carmel 
College there would be a place for 
gifted and talented. boys whose 
need to come to the school was 
great but whose parents could not 


‘im many cases pay the full fees. 
There is such a large variety of 


Public Schools and reputable Chris- 


tian residential schools that the 


non-Jewish boy has a choice that 
covers a large financial range. If 
he cannot afford the fees of more 


‘than £400 a year which are charged 


by a number of the more prominent 


Public Schools, then he can enter 
some residential school that charges 


approximately half that amount. 
There is, however, only one 
Jewish independent non-profit- 
making residential school, and one 
cannot, therefore, rigidly make the 


payment of full fees the bar to. 


entry. There are families living in 
areas far removed from any 
organised Jewish communal life; 
the.r children are in danger of 
growing up without the feligious, 
educational, and communal facili- 


ties which are available to the child 
‘in the larger Jewish areas. 


Bursaries and Scholarships 

For such boys Carmel is a vital 
need, and the Governors give all 
such applications sympathetic con- 
sideration. It is-. not generally 
known “that at present one-third of 
the school population benefits from 
bursaries and scholarships, and the 
extent of the financial burden borne 
by the school in maintaining these 
pupils on reduced fees is £15,000 
per annum. The Zionist Federation 
has shown commendable public 


' spirit by contributing £2,500 per 


annum specifically for scholarships 
and bursaries, and the award of 
these is, of course, left entirely to 
the judgment of the College 
authorities. | 

Scholarships and bursaries are 
now awarded by competitive 
examination. Carmel College is 
thus a cross-section of Anglo-Jewry. 
Its pupils come from all financial, 
cultural, and religious sections. The 
boys live together in harmony, and 
the school is singularly free of sec- 
tional prejudices. | 

Frequently at conferences we 
hear much spoken about the need 
to provide facilities’ for the 
unattached child. By that we mean 
the child who does not live within 
easy access of established Jewish 


communities. It is surely the right 


of Carmel College; which does so 
much for the unattached child, to 
consider its work worthy of com- 
munal support. 


Due to the existence of Carmel 
College and the sense of public duty 
of its Governors one can truly say 
that no talented Jewish boy in 
Anglo-Jewry who seeks general and 
Jewish education on the highest 
school level need be deprived of it 
because of his parents’ inability to 
support him. This alone surely 
makes Carmel a communal 
responsibility.

How- 
ever, it is obvious that the number 
of Jewish students at the Kiev high 
schools is smaller than could have 
been expected. It is believed that 
more than 200,000 Jews live in the 
capital of the Ukraine, out of the 
total population of 1,200,000. Kiev 
is considered as the most “ Jewish 
town” of the Soviet Union. 


Admission to Universities 


While reports from many parts 
of Russia indicate that Jews are 
having great difficulties in gaining 
admission to the universities, it 
should be remembered that non- 
Jews, too, do not find jt easy to 
enter the universities. Everybody 
wants to study in Russia. A univer- 
sity student can receive a monthly 
stipend of 300 to 400 roubles. On 
the other hand, a young man start- 
ing work receives initially a very 
low salary. 

Jews still hold a great number 
of posts in the liberal professions. 
Jewish doctors, engineers, and uni- 
versity professors are prominent in 
every city I visited, especially in 
Moscow, Leningrad, and Kiev. 
Their predominance is even more 
marked in the arts and the theatre, 
while in the world of music Jewish 
pre-eminence is complete. 


It is only in the diplomatic ser- 


vice, the regular army, the officer 
corps, and the various top sections 
of the Communist Party that 
definite regulations preventing the 
admission of Jews seem to be in 
force. However, even in the army 
there are a number of Jewish regu- 


Second World War. Very few Jews 
are allowed to work as journalists 
on the Moscow papers or to join 
the broadcasting service and tele- 
vision. Before the war these were 
known as “Jewish Eldorados.” 


The main problem facing Russian — 
Jewry is not any anti-Jewish policy 


by the Government, but the spread 
of antisemitism because of 
economic competition. In the main 
cities in the Soviet Union and, in 
fact, all over the Soviet Union west 
of Siberia the competition for jobs 
is growing steadily tougher. There 
are already too many doctors, 
engineers, school teachers, and 
other professional people in 
Russia’s big towns. Jobs can easily 
be found in the Soviet Far East or 
remote areas of Khazakstan, where 
conditions are difficult and the pay 
very low. 

It so happens that many Jews 
are employed in the professions 
where there is a shortage of vacant 
posts and where the competition 
for them is particularly intense, 
Gentiies look on the Jews as com- 
petitors and this increases anti- 
semitism. 

Another factor which renders the 
position of Soviet Jews even more 
difficult is the decentralisation of a 
part of Soviet industry. initiated by 
Khruschev last year. This measure 
increased the importance’ of local 
elements in the various provincial 
centres, especially in the non- 
Russian republics. In Riga, the 
capital of Latvia, many Jews com- 
plained to me that they have great 
difficulty. in obtaining even low- 


\ 


paid jobs. They said that Latvian 
elements have taken advantage of 
the decentralisation and have now 
a decisive voice in the republic’s 
industry and trade. They use this 
to displace many Russians from 
jobs which they obtained in Riga 
after the war. Instead, the jobs 
are being given to Latvians. Jews, 
of course, are even less well treated 
than the Russians. 


Attached to Religion 


About 35,000. Jews now live in 
Riga. Some were born in Latvia. 
Others are from Vilna and Kovno. 
There are also some Russian Jews. 
The Riga Jews are still, to a large 
extent, Yiddish-speaking. Many 
also know Hebrew and seem more 
attached to their religton than 
Russian Jews, 

Displacement of Jews from jobs 
is also reported from Baku, the 
capital of Azerbaijan. In this 
capital of the Soviet oil industry 
there are believed to be about 
100,000 Jews. They consist of four 
groups: Russian Jews, Georgian, 
Bukharian, and a local mountain 
group called the “Gorni.” While 
the Azerbaijanians consider the two 
last groups as their countrymen, 
and, in general, do not discriminate 
against them, especially as these 
Jews are at a rather low cultural 
level and mostly do manual work, 
discrimination against “ foreign” 
Jews is now commonly practised. 
Many of these “foreign” Jews are 
unable to find any suitable jobs and 
intend to leave for other parts of 
Russia.

The stimulus which set off these 
pursuits to their present propor- 
tions was the World Bible Contest, 
held in connection with the. Tenth 

- Anniversary of the State, which 
had so phenomenal an effect on the 
population. As.a result, it has been 
decided to hold a national contest . 
every year, and an_ international 
contest every three years.- But the 
beginning of the movement. to 
spread the Knowledge of the Bible 
goes back much further. ; 

The Israeli Society for Biblical 
Research began itS activities nine — 
years ago. If it made only slight 
progress in the first few years of 
its existence it was, obviously not 
because of lack of public interest, — 
but because the people of Israel 
were too preoccupied with the prob- 
lems which newly . acquired. State- 
hood produced — defence and 

security, integration of new immi- . 
grants, economic stability. These . 
problems are still unsolved; but | 
familiarity with them has fed to. 
their being taken for granted and 
has released. energies in. ‘other 
directions. 

A New Hero 
In villages, in kibbutzim, in the 
townleis and towns, circles havé © 
been formed which meet regularly 
to read, to interpret, and to memo- 
rise the Bible. Local “ champions” — 
are discovered and displayed. Chil- © 
dren’s competitions are held in_ 
schools, by youth movements, and 

on the radio. What this means may 
perhaps be gauged from the fact — 
that Chodorov, the Israeli football 
hero who brought so much honour > 
to his country in the famous match 
against Wales, is almost forgotten. 
Amos Chacham, the Bible cham- 
pion, is not only still remembered — 
and recognised as a national hero, 
but whatever he does is_ still 

The latest circle to be formed is 
one which meets in the’ home of 
the Prime Minister, Mr. David Ben- 
Gurion, and of which President 
Ben-Zvi and a number of Biblical 
scholars are members. There, too, 
the practice of testing one another’s 
knowledge is a popular game. Mem- 
bers compete in finding interesting 
questions, as well as in knowing 
the answers. 

Within Israel this movement has 
now spread to, and js firmly estab- 
lished in, every corner. of the 
country, and it is estimated that 
about 50,000 persons attend regu- 
lar lessons, while some 100,000 
listen in to the daily broadcasts 
over Kol Israel. | 

On this firm basis in Israel it is 
proposed to form a world organi- 
sation: The Jewish World Society 
for the Study of the Bible, a joint 
venture of the Israeli Society and 
the Jewish Agency. 


Material For Students 


The new Society has small funds 
at its disposal, but intends to help | 
Jews abroad in many practical 
ways: to prepare in Hebrew and 
other languages material for study 
and research for beginners, as well 
as for advanced students. These 
will include, for example, twelve 
lessons on redemption and consola- 
tion in the Bible, twenty lessons 
on the Return to Zion, sixty lessons 
on the Book of Isaiah, forty 

preliminary talks on Jeremiah. 

The new society will also try to 
make available to all Jews abroad 
the periodicals and other publica- 
on of the Israeli Society, the 

ruits of research into the Bible 
and into methods of teaching the 
Bible. 

The movement abroad, like the 
Society in Israel, must of necessity 
be organised by voluntary effort. 
Those interested are expected to get 
together and find ways and means 
for forming circles in their own 
countries. If they get in touch with 
the “headquarters” in Jerusalem 
all possihle helo will be given to 
them.

“A GEOSPIRITUAL YEAR” 
Stirring Address at Week-End School 


From our Own Correspondent 


“We as Jews are the bearers of a_ 
noble tradition-—but we are also the 
owners of the means of a spiritual 
regeneration that would galvanise 
human existence into what it was 
meant to be.” 


In these words Rabbi Dr. I, Jako- 
bovits, Chief Rabbi of Eire, urged 
Jews to be in the vanguard of the 
fight’ against the general malaise of 
our time when he spoke at the 
Belfast Jewish Institute on “ Shemita, 
a Geospiritual Year.” The meeting 
he addressed was held jointly by the 
Jewish Students’ Society and the 
Literary Section of the Institute as 
the climax of a week-end school that 
was attended by University students 
from London, Manchester, Glasgow, 
and Dublin. 

Dr. Jakobovits suggested the 
parallel of Shemita with the Geo- 
physical Year. For all the ingenuity 
that had been lavished on its organisa- 
tion, for all the discoveries that had 
been and might be made, at the end 
of it, said the speaker, nothing at all 
would be added to the sum ig Pare 


happiness, not one single broken 
home would have been mended, no 
way would have been found to thrill 
young minds and guide them to a 
nobler life, nor how to give men the 
means of abolishing war, hatred, and 
intolerance.

WHO IS A RABBI? 
“ Copyright ” Proposal 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A suggestion that the Orthodox 
community be granted copyright of 
the term “rabbi” was rejected by 
the panel at an A.J.A. brains trust 
held by the Finsbury Park Synagogue 
Social Society in the synagogue hall, 
Princess Crescent, N.4, on Monday. 

Those taking part were Alderman 


Leonard Levy, Mr. Michael Harris, 


Mr. W. G. Ofstein, and Mr. Gerald 
Spier.. The question-master was Mr. 
Victor Lucas, 

It was pointed out by Alderman 
Levy. that so long as different sects 
of Judaism existed, and were recog- 
nised, they would claim the right to 
train. their own religious leaders and 
to appoint their own rabbis, 

Mr. Spier said that, while not 
favouring discrimination against par- 
ticular sects,-he believed that a high 
standard of knowledge must _ be 
fequired from~ those’ aspiring to 
become rabbis. What was necessary 
was not a vetting of the rabbi’s views, 
which must lead to a narrow and 
inflexible Judaism, but a high and 
rigid standard of academic attainment. 

Whether or not.a man was entitled 
to the name “rabbi” depended upon 
himself, his attainments and. know- 
ledge, and not on the sect of Judaism 
to which he owed allegiance, said 
Mr. Harris. 

It was suggested by Mr. Ofstein 
that, since the word “ rabbi” actually 
“teacher,” any teacher in 
Israel was in effect entitled to call 
himself a rabbi.

Jewish Education the 
Solution 


To the Editor of THe Jewist CHRONICLE 


Sm,——-One of the most terrible 
dangers facing Anglo-Jewry today is 
the leakage of young Jews from the 
community. 

Those of us who have given care- 
ful thought to this distressing problem 
realise very clearly that there is only 
one solution. viz., Jewish education. 

The fact that we have built a few 
schools in London and the provinces 
has lulled too many into a false sense 
of communal well-being. 

The situation is grave’ in the 
extreme. We are almost a century 
behind our Catholic friends, whose 
school-building record should fill us 
with a sense of shame. 

When the new J.F.S. Secondary 
School was opened hundreds of 
children were refused admission, 

Qur other schools, both day and 
residential, are crowded to the doors, 

What wisdom is there in erecting 
vast basilicas which, beautiful as they 
are, cannot save the faith of a single 
Jewish child ” In 1970 they will 
house nothing but the ghosts of the 
lost legions. 


My own considered estimate is that 


we must spend five times as much 
on education as we have at present 
been doing. 

We need an additional four or five 
large, efficient day schools in London 
alone. 

There is also an urgent need for 
extensions to our. existing boarding- 
schools. Hundreds of Jewish boys 
and girls are resident at non-Jewish 
establishments. 

We are very late but there is still 
time provided we act with speed and

EDUCATION 
Value of Z.F. Schools 


To the Editor of THe JEwItsu CHRONICLE 


Sir,—Your correspondent, Mr. D. 
Fisenberg (who wrote last week). 
bases a very large part of his argu- 
ment on the fact that all the children 
at the J.F.S. School have failed to 
get a grammar school pass and, 
therefore, only those parents whose 
children have to have a secondary 
modern education desire to choose a 
Jewish school. 

If his facts were correct. this would 
be a powerful argument; but he 
should have checked much more care- 
fully. A number of children, includ- 
ing my son. who is a product of Hillel 
House Jewish Day School. had 
grammar passes, and the 1A. class 
is the beginning of a grammar stream 
i. a comprehensive secondary school 
not a secondary modern. 


It is never good argument to deni- 


grate an existing Jewish educational 
institution in order to prove a case 
against the concept of Jewish higher 
education. Whether Jewish parents 
will, in fact. understand the value of 
Jewish secondary education depends 
to a large extent on the ¢stablishment 
of Jewish primary schools. 

A child that begins its education 
at a Jewish school and grows up 
loving Jewish tradition and under- 
standing Modern Hebrew will want 
to continue this form of education.

He did not resign in 1946, but his 
term of office expired at the Congress

It 
is only fair. to add, in extenuation of

YIDDISH WORKS 


Galut Gevla. By A. N.

A. N. Stencl’s book is a contribu- 
tion to Israel’s Tenth Anniversary 
celebrations, and 
addition to the treasures of Yiddish 
poetry. Stencl has a style of his own, 


and his rhyme is not always an easy 


one to follow. But some of these 
latest creations are diamonds even if 
only roughly polished. Those 
describing Jerusalem and other places 
in Israel will bring a fresh breath 
from the hills of Judea to the reader 
everywhere. What is no less absorb- 
ing is the fact that the poet's enthu- 
siasm for much in Israel has not made 
him abandon the satirical element 
which colours his writings. Nor has 
the love of Israel blunted his critical 
faculties. 


London Writers 


The second volume of selected 
writing of Josef Hillel Lowy is pub- 
lished by his widow. These are 
essays about people he has met, 


places he has visited, writers he has 


known, and things he has admired. 
As a work of literature it is, perhaps, 
not on the same level as his earlier 
poetic writings, but it is none the less 
a book to be welcomed. Lowy was 
essentially a poet, but he was also 
a keen observer with a fine quality of 
expressing his emotions in prose. He 
had a quick eye and his evaluation of 
his fellow writers of the past and the 
present generation, such as I. L. 
Peretz, Sholem Aleichem, Abraham 
Reizin, and those-he met in London, 
like the late Esther Kreitman, Moshe 
Oved, and others, are pen pictures 
written with great skill and a_ pene- 
trating mind. No less valuable are 
the chapters and essays devoted to 
London as a city and a Jewish cul- 
tural centre, and to other cities which 
have played an important réle in 
Jewish literary history. There will 
be many who will want to add this 
latest publication to their Yiddish 
libraries. 

A. A. Roback’s work is also a 
book of essays, but of a different kind 
and, like many of Roback’s writings, 
of a much wider range. He is per- 
haps the greatest champion of 
Yiddish this generation has produced. 
He is fanatically attached to the 
language, and regards it as being no 
less sacred and _ hallowed than 
Hebrew. Although, through his 
scientific writings in English, he has 
gained distinction in the outside 
world, he remains faithful and loyal 
to Yiddish, which he defends with an 
unyielding devotion and convincing 
strength. Most of his essays are 
devoted to the defence of Yiddish and 
to schemes and plans by which the 
author thinks Yiddish can continue as 
the language of millions of Jews, 
including Jewish youth. He advocates 
a special effort for the instruction of 
Jewish children students in 
Yiddish, in the belief that the know- 
ledge of Yiddish and the great litera- 
ture written in this language could 
serve aS a most. potent 
against assimilation. 


GUIDE TO ISRAEL 


Israel Guide, by Zev Vilnay (Ahiever, 
56 Jafia Road, Jerusalem), is a revised 
and enlarged edition of this excellent 
vade-mecum which can be unreservedly 
recommended for the use of English- 
speaking visitors. Its factual informa- 
tion 1s comprehensive and reliable and 
presented in an arresting and interesting 
style, while the book’s value is enhanced.

Declaration. He states: “Some say 
that he had personally drafted the 
final text,” and in a footnote makes 
a reference to the present reviewer. 
There is, however, excellent authority 
for crediting Milner with the final 
draft, namely, that of the Colonial 
Secretary in 1937, Mr. Ormsby-Gore 
(now Lord Harlech), who made a 
Statement to that effect in- July of 
that year in a speech in Parliament.

THE HEBREW CALENDAR 


The Story of the Jewish Calendar. 
By AZRIEL EISENBERG. Abelard-

ing of all details associated with the 
Luach. Inaccuracies should be 
avoided in any work, especially in 
one intended for the use of children. 
impression is given that no 
“ pairing” of Sidrot is necessary in a 
leap year—a_ misleading notion. 
Further, a wonderful opportunity is 
missed, in this connection, of explain- 
ing why the Sidra arrangement 
sometimes differs in Israel from that 
followed in the Diaspora. Calendars 
giving the Israeli rite and others that 
give both the Israeli and Gola 
arrangements cause some perplexity 
to children as well as to adults. This 
occurs, of course, when our second 
day Festival occurs on Sabbath. 

No book can hope to be perfect, and 
one must not conceal the great 
virtues of this small work. It is 
magnificently produced and is really 
attractive. The wood engravings by 
Elisabeth Friedlander are xsthetically 
arranged and add greatly to the ele- 
gance of the volume. The style of 
language is excellent for its purpose 
of gaining the interest of young 
people. What a pity that so little 
Hebrew appears on its pages and that 
no reproduction of a Luach is given !, 
Out of the fourteen types of Jewish 
years (seven ordinary and seven leap) 
the author might have inserted at 
least one ordinary and one leap year 
for the interest of the readers, _ 

Dr. Eisenberg is obviotisly a man 
well versed in this subject and a 
wonderfully sincere student of a much 
neglected science, and must be con- 
gratulated on giving .us a useful and 
interesting as well as a_ beautiful 
volume. It cannot ‘fail to make the 
reader desire to know more about the 
subject—in itself ample achievement.

Seeing is believing, they say, but 
you will find it difficult to believe 
that Floods of Fear (“A”), the new 
picture at the Gaumont, Haymarket, 
S.W., is a product of a British studio. 
It concerns itself with the conse- 
quences of terrific floods in America 
and the backgrounds—and vocal 
accents—seem absolutely authentic.

In an excit- 
ing climax Mr. Keel proves his 
innocence and is obviously looking 
forward to a life of bliss with Miss 
Heywood, one of the few British 
actresses able to subdue the traditional 
English simpering coyness and throw 
herself wholeheartedly into her part.

There are in our community a great 
number. of organisations which are 
devoted to social service in various 
As you grow up you will 
come across many aspects of life 
which will teach you that there is. 
both sorrow and happiness in the 
world—and much of the happiness 


comes to people from their efforts to 


help those who are in sorrow. It has 
been found from experience that very 
often combined effort is the best way 
to assist those in need, whether 
orphans, poor and sick people, or the 
aged. So we have various societies, 


composed of men or women, or of 


both, who carry out benevolent work 
for others. 

Anglo-Jewish women have two 
special organisations, the Union of 
Jewish Women, founded in 1902, and 
the League of Jewish Women, 


Friendship 
Club 


Three C's 


founded in 1943. The former 
devotes itself to the social, educa- 
tional, and general welfare of educated 
Jewish women: and gitls, and the 
latter, with branches in London and 
other cities, encourages the Jewish 
woman to intensify her sense of 
responsibility to the Jewish com- 
munity, and to give increased per- 
sonal service to the country. The 
League’ of Jewish Women has a 
badge of dark-blue enamel, on which 
are its initials in interwoven script 


type. Its motto is “We stand for 
service.” 
It is this League which has 


Organised, in association with the 
Welfare Committee of the United 
Synagogue, the widespread and very 
successful series of Friendship Clubs 
(who have their own badge), which 
do such good work for the old people 
by providing them with friendly social 
contacts in club-rooms, often in syna- 
gogue centres. 

Numerous committees, formed of 
charitably minded people, exist in 
our community whose purpose is to 
arrange ‘concerts, theatre shows. 


dances, parties of all kinds, in order 
to raise money to help deserving 


causes. | 
ing tickets, and probably also 
advertisements in the souvenir 
brochures often printed for these 
events, and, of course, there are 
always individuals who give donations 
in money or objects for sale. Very 
few of these societies have badges, 
but one of the best known, the Com- 
bined Charities Committee, formed 
in 1920, distinguishes itself by a 
symbol -on its notepaper and litera- 
ture, “3 C’s” designed in a circle.

The complete ban on Jewish cul- 
ture is still in force. The only cul- 
tural activities allowed in Yiddish 
are concerts of Yiddish songs, 
which take place a few times a year 
in each of the big Soviet towns. 
The repertoire of such concerts 
consisis partly of translations of 
Soviet military and other well- 
known songs and partly of old 
Yiddish songs of the Tsarist era. 
These songs mostly refer to the 
misery of life of Jewish tailors and 
cobblers or other poverty-stricken 
workmen.

The Cotton Season 


The cotton season has arrived again. 
Thousands of workers went out to the 
fields to gather the * whiie fruit’ which 
began to grow in our country only a few 
years ago. First the cotton ripened in 
the Hula region—the region which only 
a few years ago was still covered by 
swamps—later in the Bet She’an Valley, 
in the Negev, and in the Sharon. 

This is the first year—the experts say 
—that we have succeeded in growing all 
the cotton required by us in Israel. From 
now on the textile industry in the 
country will not have to bring in cotton 
from the outside—its produce will be 
entirely an Israeli product. 

However, not only the growing of 
cotton has increased—the cotton industry 
has also grown significantly. The 
material which is removed from. the 
cotton plant is not yet suitable (good) for 
textile work. Factories are needed 
which will separate the fibres—the thin 
threads of the cotton—from one another 
and prepare cloth from them. 

This year new factories such as these 
have been erected in cotton-growing 
regions in the north of the country and 
also in the south of it. The Institute for 

ration of Fibres, which was erected 
in Kiryat Gat in the south, operates by 
the most modern methods. Kiryat Gat 
is the centre of a new agricultural region 
—the Lachish Region. Four years ago 
this region was still desolate, and
